—The following is an extract from a naval officer's 
lettor, dated on board the U.-S. steam gauboat Chip- 
pewa) off Algerian, 16th Jan., 1863: 

“An Euglish officer, who is married toa relative 
of the late Commodore Shaw of the U. 8. Navy, 
and whois with the North beart and son! in thie 
otruggle, informs me that a project is on foot in Eng 
land, cuporintended by Muury of the Rebel navy, 
to cupture the Uuited Btateu eqaadron on the Medi- 
terranean atation with iron-clad vessele, now said to 
be nearly ready for sca, The movementa of oar 
ships are watched, and we eometimes lenra from 

The London Vimes of moyoments made in this 
‘on, ‘The English officer told mo that the re- 
liriog of the Sumter and oar capture constitute the 
firstact in the drama, and then tho capture of the 
Constellation or St. Lonis, or both, or their deetrac- 
tion if they refosed to eurronder. I saw the Sumter 
under steam a ow hours after the consultation with 
tho Englishman, who, in sbuking bands with me 
said; ‘Your storeabip is watched, as Semmes loft a 
disgram of her with» Welsh Cuptain, who gavo it 
to the Rebel sympathizers in Plymonth.’

—A correspondent of The Wheeling Intelligencer 
under dato of Winchester, 36th alt, gives the follow- 
ing particulars of the late disyracoful uffair between 
f portion of our troops and the enemy on the 25th, 
‘A Rebel cavalry scout, 80 strong, came inside oar 
pickets on the Strasborg road. After @ skirmish 
with infantry pickete, in which two wero wounded 
on each side, they retired cupturing a cavalry picket 
of 12 men. 500of tbe 13th Peonsylyania and Now- 
York cavalry eent in pursuit, rocaptared beyond 
Strasbarg most of the prisoners and horses, and alo 
number of prisoners, The commander of our de- 
tachment transcended hie orders, and pursued be- 
yond Woodstock. After driving in the Rebel 
pickete, be stood parloying in the road, without 
guarding against eurpriso. The enemy retarned in 
force, charged apon and threw them into confusion, 
killing and capturing 200 in w flight of 20 miles. 
Our men made no atand, though ontaumbering the 
enomy! 

—On Sanday evoning the 9d New-Hampshire 
Regiment, Vole., Lieut.-Col. Builoy, commanding, 
arrived-at the Park Burracka in this city, on their 
way from the Army of the Potomne for the Granite 
Btate, for the parpose of recruiting their ravke to 
the full complement, The regiment left home 1,000 
strong, and return with only 200 of that number. 
While in tbe field they were recruited with 500 
men, The total number now returniog is 550. 
‘Their tattered colors are oloquent as to their activity 
on the field. A number of the members of this gal- 
Jant command bay puifered long and cruel imprison- 
ment ip Rebel dungeons, at New-Orleans, Balisbary, 
and elsewhere. 

—MojorGon. Sigel, who arrived in this city on

He waa most entbasiasti- 
cally cheered, Ho was subsequently rereaded by 
about five hundred German singers, when, with his 
wife, the gallant General appeared at the window 
of bis residence, and was cheered by about three 
thoneand persone who had gone thither to gota 
glimpto of the bero of Pea Ridgo, and of later fielde,

at St. George with u cargo of cotton and tobacco, 


—Tho English clipper-brig Minna, from Nassaa, 
Executive Officer Alfred Everson, commanding, oap- 
tured by the U. 8, guuboat Victoria, off Shalotte In- 
let, N. C., afier o long and exciting chase, has 
arrived here. Her cargo consists of copperas, drugs, 
Lagging, andealt, The Minna ia an old offeoder, 
having eoveral times cluded the vigilance of the 
blockadors, Much praise is dae Capt. Hooker acd 
the officers of the Victoria for securing this notoriong 
veusel. 


—The Friends, or Quakers, in New-York, Penn-

—Jeff, Davis has issued a proclamation setting 
apart Friday, tho 27th day of March, a a day of 
fasting, humiliation, and prayer. 

—The 24 New-Hompsbire Rogiment got home ou

—Tho resignation of Brig.-Gen. John Cochrane 
han been accepted by the President. 

—California is about to purchase arms for 1,800

—A letter dated United States steamer Rhode 
Islond, Key Wet, Florida, Feb. 10, contains the 
following intelligences ‘!

GENERAL NEWS. 

—All the general appropriation bills were passed 
and signed by the President, These, together with 
‘otber appropriations, amout to about one thousand 
millions of dollar, The Miscellaneous Appropria- 
tion bill as originally introduced by the Committee 
ou Ways and Moans, appropriated only 61,200,000, 
but before it passed through both houses the aggre- 
gate sum was onlurged to $20,000,000. The Senate 
bills to admit Colorado and Nevada into the Union 
aa States failed in the House, the latter refusing to 
auapend tho rulea for their oopalderation, a vote 
of two-thirds being requisite to do eo. The bill to 
punish frauds on the revenue and for other pur- 
poses, omits the fos to the Solicitor of tho 
‘Treasary, and confers the commissions aris 
ing from seizures ander the revence laws, 
excluding prize cases, to the District-Attorney. 
Tho bill creating the office of Assistant Collector 
for the port of Now-York, also becamea law. 
The bill amendatory of the Pacific Railroad act 
failed for want of ume. 


—The report of Capt, James L. Fisk's North 
Overland Expedition wes submitted to the House 
on Monday, It wos organized for the protection of 
emigrants over anew route from Fort Benton, iv 
Dakota Territory, part of which was surveyed by 
‘he Inte Geu. Stephens. The expedition was un- 
usually successful, and the route was found to be 
exceedingly practicable, Tho Indians on the route, 
especially the Acsinniboines, were bold and defiant, 


ovidently in anticipation of the Sioux masenores. A 
rovers cbostiement of the latter tribe be deome 


loft a party of emigrants, who gave bim trastworthy | 
information of the great wealth of thoso gold mines, 
und statements that thousands of miners were at 
work thero, and many claims wore yielding from 
$50 to $100 per day for each man. 

—By the steamship Ariel, which arrived here on 
the 2d with $278,417 in gold, wo have lator nows 
from Contral and South America. The Alabama 
wus ordered out of Port Royal, Jamaica, on Jan. 25, 
beforo baving completed her repairs, Tho Repablio 
of Nicaragua in in prosperous and promising condi- 
tion, The President of Guatemala atill threatens 
Salvador with war, and haa concentrated troops on 
the froviler, Martinez has been elected President 
of Hondaras. An earthqaake took pice in Guate- 
mala on Dee. 17, and caused eovsideratle damage. 
Thore is @ serious difficalty between Brazil aud 
Pera, on the aubjoct of tbe navigution of the Amazon, 
whicb, accordivg to anti-Brazilian accounts, the 
Brazilian Govornment wants to monopolize, while, 
according to the Brazilian, Pera has failed to com- 
ply with tho stipulations concerning the navigation 
on therriver. 

Mazatlan Cosmopolitan of Jan, 2, sys: 
Saturday aod Sundoy 2,200 troops embarked hence 
for the Sonthern part of.the Republic. They are! 
designed to opezato againet the French invaders. 
Jawario is naval commandant, Gen. Vega has chief 
command of the troops, Col. Norton is second in 
command. The yorscls comprising the expedition 
ure the Danish ship Mazatlan, American sbipa Alert 
and Carib, Mexican schoonera Emigia and Conde 
Codovera. The Mexican steamer Exmeralis soon 
follows with more troops. ‘The precise destination 
of the expodition is witbbeld from the spublic, but 
tbe troops embarked ina glorious cans, and will 
doubtless rendor a good account of themsclves. 

—In addition to tho oath to support the Constita- 
tion of the United States, the Speaker, on the ad- 
mission of Mr. Bridges, 08 Represontative from the 
Third District of Tennessee, administered tho oath 
to bear troo faith and allegiance to the esmo us 
prescribed in the act of July 2, 1862, which isrv- 
quired to be administored to all persona elected or 
appointed to any office of hooor ar profit eitber in 
tbe civil, military, or naval eervics of the Govern- 
ment, which they aro requested to take before on- 
toring upon the dutics of their offies, and before they 
tare entitled to any salary or emokaument. 

—The New-York Stato Anti-Slavery Society, 
which recently held ita annual meoting in Albaoy, 
adopted tho following resolutions: That Free- 
dom now stands pledged to three millious of slave 
That we will sustain the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion of Abrabam Lincoln; That we urgo tho entire 
abolition of Slavery, not only asa military neces- 
sity, bot as an act of juetice; That wo recommend 
tho conficcated lands of the South to be given to the 
freodmen, the legitimate proprietors. 

—Abont 1j o'clock 0. m. on the 27th ult., a collision 
occurred at the Princeton Station between the 1i:15 
p- m. out train from Philadelphia, and the 11:30 pas- 
sovger train from Jeraoy City, by which three care 
filled with passengera were broken up, and twenty 
pereons aro reported injured.

in question, but bad actuslly goue into the printing 
office and corrected the proof in his own band-writ- 
ing. To the trnth of this sletemont the Viscount de 
Bragelonno, M. de Villemessant’s socretary, koveral 
priutors, readers, and compositors of the Pigarc tea- 
lified, Col, de No6 immediately wrote to ecveral 
papers en absolute denial of the wholo talo, aud 
bronght on action against the editor, faying hia dam- 
egos nt $25,000. ‘The envy of the trial was the (ere 
Hble dofost of tho old co!uels the Coart dismissed 
his action without costs, declaring that the statement 
of tbo Figaro Was in all respecta true, that Col. do 
woo did not only suggest the paragraph, be ae

ABOLITION OF SLAVERY IN THE DUTCH WEST 
INDI 

‘The followiog addres on the abolition of Slavery 
in the Dutch Weat Indi Colonies bas been prea-uted 
to the King of the Netherlands, by (he Committe of 
the British and Foroign Anti-Slavery Society : 

ADDNESS TO WILLIAM THR THIRD, KING OF 
HOLLAND, 

“May it plense the King, tho Committes of tho 
British “ond “Poreign Au'i-Slavery Society bave 
bailed with real nitisfaction the adoption by the 
Legislature of Tolland of an ect salting fico the 
slaves in the Dutch Weet Indies, to como into elface 
on the Ist of July, 1863, end of its niitication by 
tho King. ‘The Committee, us the reprecentatives 
of a body whic bas, for many years, been identilied 
with the cause of negro omanicipation, and us the 
exponents of the views and eeniiments of a very 
lacge majority of their fellow-couutrywen, may, in 
this capacity, assure the King that the eatistacuion 
Ue Committeo have expreescd ia shared by the 
British nation; and they wonld respectfully otfer 
and beg the King to receive their sincere cougratn- 
Jntiona on the oocusion of tho cousumuation of this 
most auepicions event of his reign, It bay been the 
huppy privilege of the Commitice to hold conetant 
commnnication with tho friends of emucipation in 
Holland; aud they have watched with the deepest 


interest, occastonully not without wuxiely, 
the progress of the Anti Slavery movemeut 
in that couotry; and whea, from time 


lo timo, the projected abolition imoosurs was re- 
tarded, tuey have over felt encourayed by the fra 
attitude of its promoters, but especially by the 
Knowledgo that the Iiog” bimaclf hud pronoanced 
in favor of ita speedy adoption. It hun afforded the 
Committee unqualified estiefaction to perceive tv 
tbe Datch Abolition act is based opon the prince ic 
of imoediate emaucipation, aud is to take efle 
within the briefest period compatible with the cou- 
pletion of the necessary arrangements for that pur. 
pore, ‘Lhe results of emancipation in the British 
Colonies have fully dewoustrated the wiedom and 
the wafoty, ua they have thorongbly indicated the 
policy, of doing justice promptly; and the unre
